By a miracle of divine power, you 
and I in the here and now, can share 
and participate in Jesus’ resurrection 
life! Jesus said, “Because I live, ye 
shall live also.” (John 14:19). St. Paul 
wrote: “Like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life.” (Rom. 6:4). To 
the Ephesians he declared: “But God 
. . . even when we were dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together with 
Christ . . . And hath raised us up to- 
gether, and made us sit together in 
heavenly places in Christ Jesus.” 
(Eph. 2:4—6). 

The resurrected Jesus enjoys a qual- 
ity of life vastly different from that of 
natural man. His is a life that was 
sufficient even to bring again from 
the dead that cold, lifeless body that 
lay in the tomb. Even death itself 
became a defeated foe in the presence 
of such life. After His resurrection, 
Jesus did not again die, He became 


_the one who “liveth and was dead; 


and behold . . . (is) alive for ever- 
more.” (Rev. 1:18). The same life 
that entered into Jesus’ body on the 
Resurrection morn is the life by which 
He lives in His heavenly ministry to- 
day, and by which He shall live in all 
the eternal ages to come. 


The resurrection life of Jesus, ap- 
propriated and infused into believers 
today, is intended to be heaven’s an- 
tidote for the scourge of sin. Saints 
are the vehicle of His life, they are 
not destined to be beset with the frus- 
trations, the handicaps, the oppres- 
sions and condemnations of death- 


dealing sin. “Yield yourselves unto 
God, as those that are alive from the 
dead, and your members as instru- 
ments of righteousness unto God. For 
sin shall not have dominion over you: 
... “Rom. 6:18, 14). Our Lord in- 
tends that we share His Resurrection 
life to guarantee in our lives a prac- 
tical sanctification through the assured 
conquest of sin. Jesus dwells: “. . . in 
heavenly places, far above all princi- 
pality, and power, and might, and do- 
minion, ...” (Eph. 1:20, 21) and it 
is this sphere of living He invites us 
to enjoy. 

Sharing the resurrection life of Je- 
sus is not a matter of the manifestation 
of our works; it is achieved by appro- 
priating His works. And yet, this act 
of faith invariably will be validated in 
our daily lives by a new measure of 
Godly virtue. Our duty is to recken 
Godly virtue. Our duty is to reckon, 
appropriate, accept. When, by this 
means, we lay hold on His resurrec- 
tion life and make it the life principle 
of our being, our good works will in- 
evitably follow. Great faith assures 
a generous appropriation of our life 
in Christ; this appropriation assures 
a record of good works. 


St. Paul declared that a worthy goal 
for all believers was: “that the life 
also of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our mortal flesh.” (2 Cor. 4:11). 
In this context he proceeds to encour- 
age believers to live in victory and the 
calm assurance of faith. As it were, 
Paul says: “Even if opposition and 
trouble come, those living in His resur- 
rection life are fully prepared for every 
problem.” No wonder he can con- 
clude: “For our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh for us 
a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory.” (2 Cor. 4:17). 


To the believer is extended, then, 
this glorious privilege of enjoying a 
personal resurrection in company with 
the Lord Jesus Christ in His resurrec- 
tion. His resurrection life may course 
through our being, imparting power 
and energy and the very essence of 
divine life. For those who have seen 
themselves resurrected with Christ, 
this Easter season may serve as the 
ideal occasion to recognize and ap- 
propriate His provision. For every- 
one, a fresh recognition of the believ- 
ers place and privilege in God is 
dramatically impressed.. “If ye then 
be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth 
on the right hand of God. Set your 
affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth.” (Col. 8-:1, 2). 
That is the calibre of resurrection life.

Means to Our Church —

ave you ever been chal- 
lenged by an empty build- 
ing? Have you ever tried 


to reconcile the high cost of building 
church and Sunday School facilities 
with the comparatively small amount 
of use they normally receive? These 
are the factors, I believe, which be- 
came the compelling forces in a search 
for some way in which to make more 
extensive use of the new facilities here 
_at Northland Assembly. 


After several months of prelimin- 
ary research it was determined that a 
nursery school seemed the most likely 
prospect. Then followed what seemed 
to be an endless number of appoint- 
ments, interviews, applications and in- 
spections, after which it became clear 
that the idea was a feasible one. It 
was encouraging, to say the least, to 
find that we had not been unrealistic 
in envisioning such a venture, but it 
would take more than encouragement 
to transform the vision into reality. 


The next step . . . decision!

how a nursery school solved some of their problemy 


and helped the church. 


After deciding to go ahead we im- 
mediately came to grips with the 
problems at hand; such as: minor 
building modifications, designing and 
building a playground, acquiring play- 
ground equipment, indoor furniture 
and storage space, all of which must 
meet with the approval of the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare under whose 
authority we would be licensed to op- 
erate. Other problems were contact- 
ing those families who would be in- 
terested in enrolling their children, 
finding an accredited principal-teach- 
er to direct the daily program and of 
course the problem of financing such 
a venture for we had not one red cent. 
Time after time, as we dealt with 
these and other problems, we could 
not help but feel that the Lord’s hand 
of blessing was surely upon this en- 
deavor. It seemed that as soon as 
needs were realized they would be 
met from somewhere. Finally, on Sep- 
tember 15 of last year we were li- 
censed to begin operating as North 
Marin Nursery School. 
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The children learn to play together.

“The school is directed by Mrs. Cl) 
G. Ansley who is assisted by Mrs)

Mrs. Ansley is a_ certified nurse: 
school teacher with a degree in pre 
school education from the Universit) 
of Minnesota. She was formerly prin 
cipal of a nursery school, for 200 to 
with 16 teachers in Honolulu. 

“This pleasant young woman is 
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teresting to watch as she works with 
‘the children who range in age from 
'8 to 5 years. Her manner is relaxed, 
‘calm, and unhurried, yet her charges 
‘seem to blend into the pattern of the 
|days program like so many puzzle 
‘pieces propelling themselves into the 
proper place in the picture. 

| “There are 36 children in school, 
)some of whom attend Monday, Wed- 
)mesday, and Friday morning and oth- 
‘ers who come Tuesday and Thursday 
‘mornings. There the little ones spend 
'a busy morning playing in the com- 
pletely furnished playhouse, dressing 
/up in costumes and grown-ups cloth- 
‘ing, playing games, fingerpainting and 
‘ico. oring. At mid-morning a recess is 
| called and the youngsters sit at a long 
| table where they have fruit juice and 
| graham crackers. Then they move 
‘from the classroom out through the 
‘covered corridor to another large 
room which is warmly carpeted for 
| their rest period. Before lying down 
_to rest they crowd around Mrs. Ans- 
| ley for a story, then each one finds his 


i rest mat for a ten minute rest period. 
) Before the period ends they sing songs 
| to the accompaniment of an accordion 
| played by Mrs. Vickery. Then they 
| are turned loose in the well-equipped 
_ playground where they engage in free 
| play for the rest of the morning. 
“Thus in one morning the children 


: have had experiences in group play, 
) 


_ listening to stories, art, music, make- 
believe, conformity to a program, and 
| finally freedom to play as they wish, 
alone or with others. 

“They are beginning to grow up 
) socially, they are beginning to develop 
; reading readiness, they are learning 
» to recognize colors and to follow di- 
j rections.’ explains Mrs. Ansley. 
| “Parents send their children to nur- 
‘ sery school usually when the children 


lack playmates in their own neighbor- 
hood of the right age group, and to 
help them learn to adjust to social 
groups. 

“Twice before”, concludes the Ad- 
vance Reporter, “there have been nur- 
sery schools in North Marin but they 
have been operated under great im- 
pediments due to lack of adequate 
housing. The church quarters have 
solved this problem thoroughly and 
permanently, ahd its plant and staff 
leave little to be desired. The enroll- 
ment is filled now, but vacancies will 
occur as the present five year olds en- 
ter kindergarten.” 


Needless to say, the obstacles have 
all been overcome and the school is 
well established and operating 
smoothly. 


What does this mean to the church? 
First, and I believe very important, 
the church has gained recognition in 
the community through the Nursery 
School program. This is especially 
important in establishing a new church 
when your greatest single problem is 
to find ways and means to let the com- 
munity know that you are there. Also, 
the Nursery School has put us in touch 
with families that we wouldn't other- 
wise have made contacted. In this 
particular instance it involves 36 fam- 
ilies. Further, there is just something 
that seems “right” about the church 
being concerned even indirectly, with 
the pre-school education and _ social 
development of the junior citizens in 
its community. 

Finally, the consideration of fi- 
nances must be mentioned. From the 
beginning the school has paid all costs 
of operation as well as modification 
of the existing facilities and purchase 
of equipment from its operating in- 
come. This is derived from monthly 
tuitions paid by the parents of the

| Three Ways to Serve Missionaries 


| Due to many requesting information 
_and instructions as to how they may 
further assist and serve their mission- 
aries, I am confident that many of 
God's saints will be willing to do more 
for their missionaries if they know just 
what they can do about the matter. 
It is with this in mind that we shall 
seek to offer a few suggestions which 
_ we trust will be helpful to God’s stew- 
ard in more effectively assisting their 
“missionaries. Many veteran mission- 
aries have testified that there are two 
“crucial periods in the life of every 
“missionary: first, that period imme- 
diately following acceptance by the 
Mission Board and the date that he 
actually sets sail for his appointed 
field of service. The second critical 
period immediately follows his arrival 
on the field. Due to the many radical 
changes and adjustments which must 
be made during the early months, this 
_time can prove to be a testing time 
indeed. It is obvious, therefore, that 
at this particular time the new mis- 
‘sionary appointee, leaving home, loved 
mes, and friends, needs something 
more than just the assurance that his 
inancial support will be forthcoming 
from month to month. He will need 
_all the encouragement and help that 
the home pastor, loved ones, and 
friends can extend to him. So, as we 
think of the out-going missionary, let 
“me suggest the following ways in 
which you can assist him. 

First of all, there is the need for 
MATERIAL PROVISION. Every 
‘missionary in addition to support 
‘needs a personal outfit and some 
equipment in order to carry on his 
‘work in his appointed field. For the 
“most part missionaries are reluctant to 
‘make mention of these personal needs, 


but upon inquiry they can produce a 
list prepared by our WMC office. 
While there are many other ways to 
provide for the missionary’s material 
needs, let me pass on to the next sug- 
gestion. 

To me, the most important service 
that any of us here in the homeland 
can render in behalf of our mission- 
aries is the ministry of INTERCES- 
SION. Nothing will so encourage 
the outgoing missionary as much as 
the assurance of the home supporters 
that he will DAILY be remembered at 
the Throne of Grace. In recent 
months we have been privileged to 
visit several Christian homes where we 
have found a display of missionary 
folders, prayer cards and _ photos 
placed together on a wall in a con- 
spicuous place, oftimes near the break- 
fast table as a daily reminder to pray 
for the individual missionaries in fam- 
ily devotions. I am certain that God 
is most pleased with such a system- 
atic reminder to pray for the mission- 
aries. Assume this regular daily prayer 
habit for your missionary even before 
he sails for the field and God will 
bless both you and him. I am con- 
vinced that if such regular prayer 
habits were followed in more of our 
Christian homes throughout the land 
that we would not only decrease the 
time needed to “thrust forth the labor- 
ers’ but we would see more results 
from their labors on the ifeld. It 
would be well just here to recall the 
words of Samuel as recorded in I Sam. 
12:23, “Moreover as for me, God for- 
bid that I should sin against the Lord 
in ceasing to pray for you.” The ap- 
palling reports that so many more of 
our first-term missionaries are suffer- 
ing nervous breakdowns, emotional 


upsets and numerous physical mala- 
dys today than ever before, leave us 
wondering if Christians in the home- 
land are not guilty of “sinning against 
the Lord” by failing to intercede for 
their missionaries. Need I say any- 
thing more? 

In addition to your daily interces- 
sion, your missionary needs to hear 
from you. This we shall call the “Min- 
istry of correspondence.” How many 
times we have heard missionaries tell 
how they looked forward to “mail 
time” while on the field. When weary, 
discouraged and oft times ill, a letter 
from home can do wonders. Just a 
brief note will suffice, to remind him 
that you are thinking of him and pray- 
ing for him. On the contrary, when 
the anticipated letter fails to arrive, 
the discouraged one is often plunged 
into greater despondency. Is it not 
true that God does use and bless hu- 
man instrumentality and that a letter 
from you, bringing news from home, 
spiritual admonition and comfort, just 
at the opportune time can help your 
missionary in time of need? So don’t 
forget to write. 

May the Lord awaken each one of 
us who name the Name of the Lord 
to the fact that we here in the home- 
land are just as responsible for getting 
the word of life out to the “Regions 
beyond” as are the missionaries that 
we send out, and support. Let us 
covenant with the Lord to be faithful 
to these servants of Christ, even 
though it will mean some real sacri- 
fice and effort, as we are reminded of 
the promise of the Word. “As his 
part is that goeth down to battle, so 
shall his part be that tarrieth by the 
stuff; they shall part (or share) alike.”

At Press Time

Brother Gerhart, present Secretary-Treasurer, accept- 
ed his responsibility in a brief, but noteworthy speech. 
He first expressed his reliance on God to minister in 
the superintendents position, Then he remarked con- 
cerning his appreciation and esteem for Brother Palmer. 
He concluded by asking for the loyal support of the Dis- 
trict in prayer on his behalf. 


Brother Palmer then addressed the Council denoting 
their wish for a new Superintendent and then pledging 
his loyal and wholehearted support to the District and 
especially its Superintendent elect. He graciously ex- 
pressed his thanks for the opportunity to have served 
as District Superintendent then entreated the continued 
prayer of this Council.

A. H. Argue 
With The Lord 


TORONTO — Rev. Andrew H. 
Argue, a veteran Pentecostal Assem- 
blies of Canada evangelist in his 91st 
year, passed away Jan. 24 in Willow- 
dale, Ontario, Canada. 

Active in the Pentecostal ministry 
for more than 50 years, he founded 
Calvary Temple, Winnipeg, in 1907.
